The 
submission, however, is not fully responsive to the prior Office action for the following reasons. 
Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete reply to the prior

The amendment filed on 14 June 2005 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention 
and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). 
The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the newly added claim is 
directed to a method for making a ferroelectric Pb(Sc 0 .5Nb 0 .5)O 3 material having compositionally 
defined atomic planes, while the originally claims 1-11 were directed to any ferroelectric 
perovskite material having compositional variation in the atomic planes. 

Newly submitted claim 12 is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
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Claim 12 and claims 1-1 1 are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case, the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such 
as simply forming the claimed material, without performing the first claimed step of selecting a 
specific temperature below the Curie temperature of the material. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 

invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 

on the merits. Accordingly, claim 12 is withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 

non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
